DETAILED ACTION 

The remark filed January 27, 2006 regarding to the filing date of the application has been 
considered and found persuasive. The new office action have been issued as follow: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date 
of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hodges [3348183]. 
Hodges discloses wire bundle wire 30 is wound without a space and which has a 

substantially honeycomb [polygon] section as shown in figure 6. 
As of claim 2, the winding 30 is a regular winding. 

As of claim 3, Hodges discloses aluminum wire with polyvinyl resin insulation [col 6, 
lines 64-65]. 

As of claim 4, Hodges discloses outer edges of two or more coils are joined with each 
other [figures 6-7].
